RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 


Federal agent Helio Carvalho 
de Araujo, shot three times by 
the terrorists who kidnaped 
Swiss Ambassador Giovanni E. 
Bucher Monsay, died of his 
wounds early today. 


His death is expected to hard- 


en the Brazilian government's 
bargaining attitude. 


In addition, though the kid- 


napers have told the govern- 
ment they want as ransom 70 
political prisoners to be flown to 
Algeria, Chile or Mexico, they 
failed to supply a list of the 
names of the prisoners as re- 
quested Wednesday by the gov- 
ernment. 


Also, the government says it 


has not received a letter written 
by the ambassador saying he is 
well and listing the demands of 
the abductors.

Miss Arkansas Speaks 


Set Up in 


Ouachito 
Refuge Gets 
Approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


John L. McClellan, D-Ark., an- 
nounced Wednesday that the 
Senate approved by voice vote 
his proposal to establish a Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge above the 
Felsenthal Lock and Dam area 
on the Ouachita River. 


McClellan 
said the refuge 


would contain about 65,000 acres 
of land and water acquired at 
a federal cost of $10,500,000. He 
said the project has the support 
of the Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife, the Corps of En- 
gineers and the Arkansas Game 
and Fish Commission and would 
be managed as a part of the 
National Wildlife Refuge sys- 
tem. 


The senator said the project 


will produce a wide range of 
economic and recreational bene- 
fits and eliminate a bottleneck 
which has all but halted the 
Ouachita River natigation pro- 
ject. 


Three Held 
for Possession 
of Drugs 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Police 


confiscated 248 doses of LSD, 
5^ pounds of marijuana and 
two ounces of hashish Wednes- 
day during a routine arrest for 
a traffic violation. 


The drugs were found in the 


clothing of three Iowa men, one 
of whom had just returned from 
South Vietnam, according to 
Little Rock police Chief Gale 
Weeks. 


Weeks identified the three as 


Thomas L. Parson, 21, and Mar- 
tin J. Winefa, 21, both of Des 
Moines, and Ralph Ramer, 23, 
of Nichols, Iowa. They were 
charged with possessing LSD 
and marijuana and jailed in 
lieu of $10,000 bond each. 


School to Ask 
Tax Increase 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Pulaski County School Board is 
to decide Saturday whether to 
recommend a three-mill tax in- 
crease to the district's voters in 
the March 9 school election. 


The district now has a 55 mill 


tax rate with 20 mills going to 
operations and 35 mills to debt 
service. If the three-mill in- 
crease were approved, the mon- 
ey would go to debt service to 
help pay off a proposed $4 mil- 
lion bond issue.

Pacific Lines, are the only pas- 
senger trains operating in the 
state. 


A spokesman said that the 


passengers on the train side- 
lined in Little Rock continued 
to their destinations by bus.

said. 


An official said that the pick- 


ets were orderly and that no 
incidents were reported. 


The Mo Pac repair shop at 


North Little Rock was still 
operating after the strike went 
into effect, but a spokesman 
said the union members would 
probably honor the picket lines 
at 7 a.m. today.

They will increase their spend- 
ing by $1 billion over the next 
five years. 


U.S. 
officials and congress- 


men 
have 
long 
complained 


about inequality. Of the total 
NATO outlay in 21 years the 
United States has spent almost 
three quarters: 
$1,096,226,000- 


000. 
Much of tliis money, of 


course, has been spent in Asia, 
not in the Atlantic area. 


The European share in the 


spending remains roughly what 
it was 21 years ago. Of the $18.7 
billion spent in 1949, the U.S. 
share was $13.5 billion, or 72 per- 
cent. At that time Western Eu- 
rope was still almost prostrate 
economically as 
a result of 


World War II. Aid under the 
Marshall Plan was just begin- 
ning to flow in. 


In 1970 the United States was 


spending $76.5 billion of the total 
$102.8 billion. Its share had ris- 
en to almost 74 per cent. 


In the interval the European 


members had given up nearly 
all of their military 
spending 


outside Europe. They also be- 
came much more prosperous. 


Only a small portion of the 


sums spent have actually been 
used by NATO as an organiza- 
tion. The bulk paid out by the

WASHINGTON (AP) - When 


you telephone any of 52 federal 
agencies, 
someone 
may 
be 


eavesdropping and at least nine 
agencies may not tell you about 
it, a House report says. 


The nine agencies range from 


the supersecret Central Intelli- 
gence Agency to the Peace 
Corps, but not the FBI, the gov- 
ernment's domestic investiga- 
tion unit. 


A report of the House govern- 


ment information subcommittee 
said the FBI and seven other 
agencies told the panel they pro- 
hibit monitoring citizens' tele- 
phone calls. 


The 52 agencies have 4,790 


"snooper buttons," the report 
said, only they don't like to call 
them that anymore. 


The report said the buttons 


which cut out breathing and oth- 
er noise for the person "listen- 
ing in surreptitiously or other- 
wise" are now called push-to- 
talk switches. 


The agencies also use 168 tele- 


phone conversation recording 
machines, 92 of them perma- 
nently wired into telephone cir- 
cuits, the report said, and 147 
attachments 
on 
phones 
to 


record or eavesdrop on conver- 
sations. 


The listeners are usually sec- 


retaries, callers are usually told 
someone else is on the line and 
the avowed purpose of the wide- 
spread practice is simply to get 
straight the caller's request for 
information, said subcommittee 
Chairman John E. Moss, D-Cal- 
if. 


"It remains a fact," Moss 


said, "that until the practice of 
monitoring is abolished, a citi- 
zen will never be able to know 
for sure to what extent or for 
what underlying motive he is 
unwittingly sharing his tele- 
phone calls with silent listen- 
ers." 


The Navy leads the field in 


"snooper buttons" with 1,004, 
the State Department has 835 
and the Defense Department 
633, the report said, but most 
agencies have only a few. 


While most agencies say they 


tell the caller he is being moni- 
tored, the report said, seven re- 
quire the warning only if the 
conversation is being 
taken 


down word for word. 


Besides the CIA and Peace 


Corps, these are Commerce and 
Treasury 
departments, Farm 


Credit Administration, Federal 
Reserve System and Canal Zone 
Government, the report said. 


It said the Housing and Urban 


Development and 
Transporta- 


tion departments are not re- 
quired to disclose a secretary is 
listening if the conversation in- 
volves "national security."

CONWAY, Ark. (AP) — Ted 


Bruich Jr., field audit supervis- 
or of the Joint Legislative Audit 
Committee, testified Wednesday 
that Robert L. Pruitt was re- 
sponsible for $6,000 in cash that 
has been missing 
from 
the 


State College of Arkansas' bank 
account for two years. 


Pruitt, former head cashier 


at SCA, is charged in a four- 
count indictment of embezzling 
$28,655 from the school in 1969. 
His trial in Circuit Court here 
entered its fourth day today. 


Bruich told the court that 


state auditors had traced every 
day's cash receipts during the 
last two fiscal years and found 
them correct. 


He said that auditors found 


where the $6,000 was missing on 
a $17,291 check issued for the 
state Rehabilitation Service to 
pay student fees at SCA. Bruich 
testified that a daily "recap" 
sheet initialed by Pruitt showed 
that only $11,291 of the check 
had 
been 
deposited 
in 
the 


school's bank account. 


The defense contends 
the 


school's records were so incom- 
plete and poorly maintained 
that anyone could have taken 
the money and high college of- 
ficials were trying to make a 
"scapegoat" out of Pruitt "to 
cover up for their own bung- 
ling." 


Late Wednesday, testimony 


started on the second charge 
against Pruitt. The charge con- 
cerns $3,175 missing from a 
$3,730 
Rehabilitation 
Service 


check. 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Wil- 


liam D. Ruckelshaus, in his first 
major action since taking over 
the 
week-old 
Environmental 


Protection Agency, has served 
notice on three major U.S. cities 
to halt violation of water quality 
standards or face possible court 
action. 


If the violations do not cease 


within 180 days, the agency can 
ask the Justice Department to 
file suits against the cities. 


Named by Ruckelshaus were 


Atlanta, Detroit and Cleveland. 


Ruckelshaus said in a speech 


prepared for the 47th annual 
congress of the National League 
of Cities that Atlanta is fouling 
the Chattahooche River in viola- 
tion of the federally approved 
Georgia water quality stand- 
ards. 


He said the river is clean 


when it reaches Atlanta and 
when it leaves "it is virtually an 
open sewer." 


Detroit and 
Cleveland, he 


said, violate standards with re- 
spect to Lake Erie. 


"No one disputes the damage 


that has been done to Lake 
Erie," Ruckelshaus said. "Some 
contend that the lake is dead. 
But massive corrective action 
and hard, prompt enforcement 
proceedings can save the lake. 
This is just what we intend to 
do." 


The notices served on the cit- 


ies today are intended to break 
the logjam, Ruckelshaus said. It 
is the hope of the agency "to act 
as a catalyst—to encourage all 
of us in Washington, in the state 
houses, and in the city halls of 
this country to address our- 
selves to the hard 
decisions 


which must be made if the envi- 
ronment is to be protected." 


Many of the city 
officials 


wanted to discuss with Ruckels- 
haus the environmental effects 
of the supersonic transport. The 
conference is sharply divided on 
the issue and a floor fight is ex- 
pected on a resolution urging a 
halt to federal funding of SST 
development.

'Strep Throat' Can Cause 


Rheumatic Heart Disease

Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to know if tonsil infec- 
tions can cause damage to 
the heart or cause other 
problems. I had large tonsils 
as a child. In my teen years 
I had frequent tonsilitis at- 
tacks. At 18, after an extra 
severe attack, I had them 
taken out. My doctor says I 
have a murmur. He said I 
may have had rheumatic 
fever as a child. I never had 
rheumatic symptoms except 
for the high fever due to the 
tonsils. 


Dear Reader—Sore throats 


and infected tonsils caused 
by streptococci bacteria can 
i n d e e d cause rheumatic 
heart disease with a heart 
murmur. Other throat infec- 
tions like the common virus 
ones do not. 


Simply stated, the body 


forms immune substances 
to counteract the streptococ- 
cal infection and in some 
people an allergiclike re- 
sponse occurs in certain tis- 
sues, including the joints 
(that may become painful 
and swollen) and the heart. 
The reaction continues long 
after the streptococcal in- 
fection is gone. Years later a 
valve inside the heart may 
still be undergoing changes 
—usually scarring and de- 
forming the valve. 


A damaged valve may not 


be able to open completely 
or it may not be able to close 
completely. The inefficient 
valve causes turbulence in 
the flow of blood as it is 
pumped through the heart. 
This causes the abnormal 
sound or murmur. The char- 
acteristics of the murmur- 
where it is heard, if it is loud 
or soft and when it is best 
heard d u r i n g the heart's 
beat—all help the doctor to 
determine which heart valve 
is damaged and how severe 
the damage is. 


A lot of people have mur- 


murs and evidence of rheu- 
matic heart disease who do 
not recall having had rheu- 
matic fever. In these people 
we assume the attack of 
rheumatic fever was so mild 
or lacking in its usual fea- 
tures to go undiagnosed. 


The danger of rheumatic- 


heart disease is the reason 
why a "strep throat" should 
always be seen by a doctor 
and treated. If it were pos- 
sible to treat every "strep 
throat" properly, rheumatic- 
heart disease would cease 


to be a problem. 


Treating "strep throats" 


means p r o p e r antibiotic 
treatment—not removing the 
tonsils. The tonsils should be 
removed only if the tonsils 
and adenoids are causing 
obstruction which will lead 
to deformed facial features 
or repeated ear infections, 
or if they persistently con- 
tain infected material or are 
abscessed. 


The tonsil is a simple 


lymph gland—like those un- 
der the jaw and in the arm- 
pits. Lymph glands manu- 
facture white blood cells and 
substances to d e f e n d the 
body against infection. Nat- 
urally, those in the throat 
(tonsils) enlarge when the 
throat is infected. An old 
diseased tonsil full of pus- 
like material is no longer 
useful in the fight against 
infection. 


Some patients do show im- 


provement in their health 
after the t o n s i l s are re- 
moved. This is usually a 
person with an old chronic 
infection. In other people re- 
moval of the tonsils does 
little more than run up a 
bill for surgery and hospi- 
talization.

ary specialty into a visual chef- 
d'oeuvre. 


The tall, diffident Plimpton 


has

leagues, tackled in professional 
football and 'vritten graphically 
of his reactions. This time he 
tried to describe what it was 
like preparing for a minor role 
in a Wayne film. As the camer- 
as followed him from wardrobe 
to makeup to set, he attempted 
to describe how an amateur felt 
when he suddenly turned actor. 


The result was mild comedy, 


a look behind the movie scenes 
and a lot of padding which in- 
cluded 
a 
major 
plug 
for 


Wayne's upcoming flick. 


The busy ABC evening started 


with a half-hour Christmas car- 
toon, "The Night The Animals 
Talked." The well-animated sto- 
ry was based on a premise that 
on a certain night 1,970 years 
ago all the animals in a certain 
stable suddenly were able to 
talk like humans. They immedi- 
ately began squabbling and as- 
serting themselves like humans. 
But there was a happy ending 
after they agreed to make room 
for a donkey and his owners 
who had been turned away from 
the inn.

ABA Teams 
Make Very 
Fine Debut 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


American Basketball Associa- 
tion has had its coming out par- 
ty, a tri-colored affair that was 
considered a rousing and signifi- 
cant success by almost every- 
one who showed up. 


While a few old National Bas- 


ketball Association stick-in-the- 
muds stuck up their noses, most 
of the crowd of 12,522 had a fine 
time Wednesday night as the 
ABA made its debut in Madison 
Square Garden, the mecca of 
basketball and the focal point of 
the NBA. 


The curious got a good look at 


the four-year-old league and the 
ABAers did plenty of cheering 
as the Virginia Squires came 
from behind to beat Denver 
113-109 and then the Indiana 
Pacers disappointed the parti- 
san crowd by crushing the New 
York Nets 129-108. 


They were the only two ABA 


games of the night. In the NBA, 
Baltimore clobbered Milwaukee

land whipped Cleveland 109-102.

Re-enlistments 
in the Armed 
Fortes Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


enlistments in the armed forces 
have dropped to their lowest 
point in 15 years and there's no 
sign the Pentagon has succeed- 
ed >et in reversing the trend. 


President Nixon stressed the 


importance he attaches to re-en- 
listments in his goal of achiev- 
ing an all-volunteer service by 
presiding Wednesday at a spe- 
cial White House ceremony for 
five men signing on for more 
service. 


Statistics .show the re-enlist- 


ment rate for the services as a 
whole fell to 30.5 per cent in 
the fiscal year which ended 
June 30. This was the lowest 
level since a 27.2 per cent rate 
in fiscal 1955.

Guzman said in an interview 


that he opposed capital punish- 
ment personally and that the 
dictates of his conscience would 
lead him to recommend clem- 
ency for all 
20 men, even 


though he has not studied 15 of 
the cases. 


He emphasized, however, that 


he would make such a recom- 
mendation only if asked for his 
opinion by the governor. "I 
doubt that he would ask my 
recommendation on that broad 
a scale," Guzman said. 


Guzman said, however, that 


he is prepared to recommend 
clemency in the five cases he 
has studied. They involve in- 
mates Orion Trotter, Lonnie 
Mitchell, Walter Brown, .lorry 
Johnson and Frank Harris. 


All but Harris are Negroes. 


Trotter and Mitchell were sen- 
tenced for rape, the others for 
murder. Trotter was sentenced 
in Drew County, Mitchell in 
Union, 
Brown in 
Jefferson, 


Johnson in Pulaski and Harris 
in Poinsett. 


Les Hollingsworth, prison aid 


to Rockefeller, said his records 
indicated that no litigation was 
pending in any of those five 
cases. 


Guzman, with the aid of U of 


A law students, made the study 
under a $25,000 Ford Founda- 
tion grant. He and the students 
also explored legal and social 
problems of other inmates. 


Material gathered in the study 


of the Death Row cases will be 
made available to Rockefeller, 
he said. 


"This will include all of the 


findings we came up with in 
each case — the legal back- 
ground, what flaws we think 
are in it, the social background 
of the men involved, plus a lot 
of talking with prison officials 
about which men they are high- 
est on, 
the 
individual who 


seem to have the most promise 
for rehabilitation at this point, 
and are making contributions to 
the prison," he said. 


Guzman said that everyone 


on Death Row probably has 
legal alternatives to pursue to 
get their cases reopened be- 
cause of U.S. Supreme Court 
decisions in recent years. 


More avenues of additional 


litigation may be opened by the 
William L. Maxwell case, which 
.is pending-in-federal court in 
Little Rock. U.S. District Judge 
J. Smith Henley is considering 
whether to set aside the convic- 
tion and death sentence given 
Maxwell. 


"The potential litigation an 


inmate could involve himself 
with is so great that it strikes 
me that for monetary reasons, 
if not humanitarian reasons, the 
state should grant clemency, 
and reduce the sentences to life 
in prison," Guzman said. 


He said that the states would 


have to bear the costs of addi- 
tional 
litigation 
against 
the 


death penalty, but that such 
costs would be avoided if the 
sentences were removed.

Expenses Bill 
to Be Offered

LITTLE 
ROCK 
(AP) — 


Prompted by the experience of 
Gov .-elect Dale Bumpers, state 
Sen. 
Virgil T. Fletcher of Bent- 


on plans to, introduce a bill in 


.the 1971.legislature that would 
pay the preinaugural expenses 
of a newly elected governor. 


Fletcher said Wednesday in 


an interview that he would seek 
a 
$25,000 appropriation that 


would be set aside for use by 
Bumpers' successor. The mon- 
ey would be used to pay the tab 
for the expenses the next gov- 
ernor-elect will incur in prepar- 
ing to take over the governor's 
office. 


No state money is available 


to Bumpers. He says he is us- 
ing leftover campaign funds to 
finance his preinaugural prepa- 
rations. 


Fletcher said it was ironic 


that the governor-elect proba- 
bly is as busy working for the 
state during the preinaugural 
period as he ever will be after 
he is sworn into office, yet the 
state does not help him pay for 
the help he needs. 


"What the governor-elect is 


doing is all for the state and I 
don't think the taxpayers would 
question for a minute paying 
for it," Fletcher said. " ... 
This is something we should 
have done years ago." 


Other legislators 
expressed 


similar sentiments. 


"I think we've seen this is a 


problem," said 
Sen. Robert 


Harvey of Swifton. 


"Most legislators I've heard

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Dale 


Bumpers' doesn't agree with 
Winlhrop Rockefeller's conten- 
tion that the governor would 
have been reelected if the gen- 
eral 
election 
campaign 
had 


lasted another two weeks. 


Neither does the governor- 


elect agree with an impression 
left by his campaign director, 
Deloss Walker, that the cam- 
paign was designed to "sell" 
Bumpers to voters much as one 
would sell merchandise. 


Rockefeller said last week 


that he could have beaten any 
Democrat except Bumpers and 
that, given another two weeks, 
he could have taken Bumpers. 


Walker discussed 
merchan- 


dizing aspects of the campaign 
in a recent interview published 
in the Arkansas Democrat in 
which he credited much of the 
success to his own sensitivity to 
the "market" in which Bump- 
ers was being presented. 


Of 
Rockefeller's 
assertion, 


Bumpers said, "Our polls indi- 
cated that he gained very little 
from the day 
of the runoff 


(Sept. 8) until Nov. 3." 


Was Rockefeller gaining at 


the end? "Our polls indicated 
that we bottomed out about a 
week before the election and 
were on a strong upswing until 
election day," Bumpers said. 


Of Walker's remarks, Bump- 


ers said, "There were two or 
three things in that story that 
were inaccurate." Although he 
would not criticize Walker and 
said he and Walker were still 
friends, Bumpers said: 


"I got the impression from 


this article that it was some 
kind of Madison Avenue ap- 
proach that we took. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 
I was not trying to "sell" a 
package. I was simply Dale 
Bumpers 
telling 
the 
people 


what I believed and what I 
felt." 


In the article, Walker was 


quoted as saying that he had to 
threaten to quit to keep Bump- 
ers from acceding to demands 
of "Little Rock liberals" who 
wanted Bumpers to "jump on" 
former Gov. Orval E. Faubus, 
who was leading the field in the 
first primary. 


"There were 
some people 


here in Pulaski County who 
urged me to do that," Bumpers 
said. "I was so far back in the 
pack (of eight candidates) that 
I can't say it was not a tempta- 
tion, but it was not my idea and 
I did not have a great deal of 
difficulty resisting it." 


Bumpers said jumping on 


Faubus or anyone else would 
have been against his nature. 


"I felt that I had something 


to say and something to offer," 
he said. "I 
took the posi- 


tion that if this was what the 
people wanted, they would vote 
for me. If it was not, they 
wouldn't. It was the only kind 
of campaign I could run. I had 
to be true to myself throughout 
the campaign." 


The article left an impression 


that Walker was doing much of 
the campaign 
thinking, and 


Bumpers took issue with this. 


"I wrote every word of every 


speech I ever made," Bumpers 
said. "Or let me rephrase that. 
I made notes to myself and 
made every speech from those 
notes. All (of the things he dis- 
cussed) were my ideas. We (he 
and Walker) conferred 
from 


time to time, but basically all 
the ideas and speeches were 
mine. He knows that and I'm 
sure that he didn't intend for it 
to come out the way it did."

ALC Silent 
on Use Tax 
Exemptions 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Legislative Advisory Commit- 
tee on Tax Reform decided 
Wednesday to make no recom- 
mendation on whether to rec- 
ommend the repeal of use tax 
exemptions. 


The matter came up as the 


100-member committee, formed 
by legislative resolution, re- 
viewed a draft of a committee 
report on reforming the state's 
tax structure. The committee 
approved the report, which is 
to be presented to the Arkan- 
sas Legislative Council. 


The report said 
that Ar- 


kansans are not "bearing a 
particularly 
high 
level" 
of 


taxes to pay for state and local 
governmental services. 


It said that in 1969 the por- 


tion of Arkansans' per capita 
income that went for state and 
local taxes was 9.51 per cent 
while the national average was 
11.2 per cent. 


Arkansas' tax effort in rela- 


tion to their income and abili- 
ty to pay was only 85.5 per cent 
of the nationwide effort, the re- 
port said. The state and local 
governments would earn $70.5 
million more if the figure was 
brought up to 100 per cent, the 
report said. 


Members of the committee 


skirmished briefly over whether 
to repeal the use tax exemp- 
tions. The arguments were sim- 
ilar to those raised during the 
1969 legislative session over a 
Senate bill that would have re- 
moved the exemptions. The Sen- 
ate bill was defeated. 


The original recommendation 


to the committee, proposed by

last 21 years the 15 members of 
NATO have spent nearly 1% 
trillion dollars on defense. More 
than a trillion of that came from 
U.S. taxpayers. 


A trillion is a thousand bil- 


lions or a million millions. You 
get some idea of the amount if 
you add up the total value of all 
goods and services produced in 
the United States this year; it 
will just approach a trillion dol- 
lars. 


Officials of NATO, the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
put at $1,469,396,000,000 the total 
defense outlays of these nations 
since 1949. Annual expenditures 
grew from $18.7 billion in 1949 to
